WATER  SUPPLY. 


Beach. 

This  supply  is,  from  a  chemical  point  of  view,  a 
very  good  one,  but  unfortunately  the  bacteriological 
results  are  very  unsatisfactory  and  show  the  water  to  be 
unsafe  and  not  suitable  for  human  consumption. 


Swinef ord, 


These  results  are 
in  fact,  the  differences 


similar  to  those  of  last  year, 
over  the  last  four  years  are 
not  very  important.  The  difficulty  is  the  large  number 
of  Presumptive  Ooliform  Organisms. 


Upton  Cneyney 

These  results  show  very  little  difference  from 
the  last  samples.  The  bacteriological  results  again 
indicate  that  the  supply  is  unsatisfactory  and  could  not 
be  passed  for  use  by  even  this  small  hamlet. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  temporary  scheme  put 
forward  in  November,  1946  for  the  erection  of  a  standpipe 
at  280  O.D.  level,  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  available 
by  1952  will  not  be  carried  out  for  a  considerable  time. 
This  scheme  would  not  have  provided  sufficient  pressure 
to  supply  the  top  floor  of  the  houses,  but  would  have 
given  an  alternative  supply  and  the  mains  installed  for 
this  temporary  measure  could  later  have  been  used  as  part 
of  the  main  scheme  to  supply  this  area. 


West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company . 

This  supply  has  again  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity.  The  hardness  figure,  which  is 
temporary,  still  remains  high  although  it  did  not  exceed 
the  permitted  number  of  degrees. 

Parish  of  Bitton. 

In  the  parish  of  Bitton  no  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  to  the  unsatisfactory  supply  to  Upton  Gheyney, 
Beach  and  Golden  Valley.  The  method  of  distribution  by 
open  jointed  pipes  and  troughs  is  always  exposed  to 
pollution.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the 
conclusions  of  the  Water  Softening  report  of  the  Sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Central  Advisory  Water  Committee  (1949) 
ig  as  follows 

ZliH&fiPaph  180  -  The  Desirability  of  - 

1.  Undertakers  already  softening  their  water  supplies 
are  doing  a  service  to  the  community  which  is  well 
worth  the  cost.  They  should  continue  to  operate 
their  plants  (subject  to  the  availability  of  materials) 
to  produce  as  soft  a  water  as  possible  consistent 
with  other  technical  requirements. 

d.  Undertakers  supplying  hard  water  and  so  situate  as 
to  carry  out  softening  at  reasonable  cost  should  be 
encouraged  to  plan  to  do  so  as  soon  as  labour  and 
materials  can  be  spared  from  more  urgent  matters , 
but  should  reserve  their  final  decision  on  softening 
until  the  last  possible  moment  so  as  to  be  able  to 
take  into  consideration  the  latest  developments. 

3*  Undertakers  unable  by  any  reason  to  see  their  way  to 
providing  soft  water  for  some  time  to  come  should, 
nevertheless,  keep  in  mind  the  desirability  of  doing 
so  and  should,  so  far  as  possible,  plan  accordingly, 
not , . however ,  making  a  final  decision  until  it  is 
possible  to  implement  it. 


Paragraph  182  (p). _ Implementing  a  Policy  of  Softening . 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  our  conclusions  are 
not  such  as  could  well  be  put  into  effect  as  a  result  of 
legislation.  It  is  suggested  that 

i  As  soon  as  economic  conditions  allow,  the  Minister 
of  Health  should  approve  schemes  already  prepared  by 
undertakers  to  soften  their  supplies,  after  being 
satisfied,  of  course,  that  the  proposals  are  sound 
and  unobjectionable  in  other  ways. 

ii  As  it  is  known  that  several  undertakers  are  desirous 
of  adopting  softening,  but  have  not  prepared  plans 

to  do  so,  they  should  be  informed  that  such  proposals 
would  receive  favourable  consideration,  the  actual 
time  of  carrying  out  being  dependent  upon  the 
materials  and  labour  situation. 

iii  All  other  undertakers  supplying  water  of  hardness 
greater  than  200  p.p.m.  should  be  informed  of  our 
conclusions  and  asked  to  consider  the  matter.  A 
number  of  them  would  doubtless  find  it  possible  to 
convince  the  Minister  that  softening  schemes  were 
out  of  the  question  for  them  for  a  number  of  years, 
but  the  remainder  could  be  urged  to  take  action.

During  the  year  nine  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  analysis.  These  were  obtained  from  nine  sources.  Six 
were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.
